37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative, Juan Marquez, requested an interview 
to determine if his After-Final Amendment of the claims would clarify the new matter rejection of record. The claims 
from the response filed, 6/5/2006, recited injection at M an identical depth"(claim 10). This was recited as new matter in 
the Final rejection, mailed 8/28/2006. Applicant faxed a copy of proposed claims that now recite, "at a depth form a 
surface of said amphibian identical to a depth. ..."(claim 10, line 5). Applicant was informed that this did not overcome 
the new matter rejection because "identical to a depth" is still not supported by the specification. Furthermore, the 
specification teaches that there is variability due to size and shape of the oocyte that can result in a more superficial 
infection. Therefore, the injection would not occur at an identical depth and therefore an artisan would not know how to 
make the instant plurality of oocytes at an "identical" depth. Applicant asked if the recitation of the range 0.02-0.1 mm 
would overcome the new matter rejection and it seemed that it may overcome the new matter rejection because it is 
supported by the specification. He also inquired about the use of "constant depth", which he stated was supported by 
the specification. Applicant was informed if "constant depth" is supported by the specification, then its recitation may 
be remedial to address the new matter rejection. However, without a more in depth examination of the use of either of 
these terms, Examiners could not assure that these two recitation would not introduce new rejections or address other 
rejections. 
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
